This moving and dramatic novel tells the terrible story of a peaceful Nor- 
wegian family at the time of the German invasion. A German boy who was 
given a home in Norway as a child, returns as a traitor and causes the death 
of his foster-father and half-brother. 


HEROES OF THE ATLANTIC. Ivor Halstead. Drummond, 7s. 6d. 
Starting with a short history of the British Mercantile Marine, the author 
then describes the working of convoys in the last war and in the present one. 
He gives a number of first hand accounts of deeds of heroism by the Merchant
